Attacks leave 
14 dead in 
Phnom Penh 


PHNOM PEN H, Cambodia (AP) - 
Rocket attacks killed 14 persons and 
wounded 25 in Phnom Penh Tuesday night 
and today. One rocket today made a direct 
hit 
on 
the 
anteroom 
of

army 
comma nder-in-ehief’s office. 


The commander, Maj. Gen. Sosthene 
Fernandez, was not hurt, members of his 
staff said. But a soldier was reported killed 
and four others were wounded. 


Three rockets were fired into the capital 
Tuesday night. One landed in a crowded 
block of apartment houses in the center of 
the city, killing 13 persons and wounding 10 
others seriously. 


Shortly before noon today, another 
rocket hit the military headquarters and 
one landed in front of the Air Cambodia 
ticket office. Then three more hit near the 
riverfront in the vicinity of a refugee hotel, 
and a sixth hit was reported in the northern 
part of the city. 


The Khmer Rouge have fired 122mm 
rockets or 75mm cannon 
shells into 
Phnom Penh on 15 of the past 25 days. 
Unofficial sources say at least 38 persons 
have been killed and hundreds wounded; 
the toll Tuesday night was the heaviest in a 
single attack.

Cambodian 
command 
reported 
continued fighting five to seven miles 
northwest of the city, where a government 
task force is attacking an entrenched rebel 
force. There was no word of any progress. 


In South Vietnam, the Saigon military 
command claimed 111 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong killed in the heaviest 
fighting in more than a month in the 
central highlands.

A 
speaker has not yet been confirmed 


Three charged 


with kidnaping 


of Getty youth 


ROME (AP) — Police arrested three 


men today and charged them with the 
kidnaping of J. Paul Getty III. A fourth 
man was sought. 
One source said the police also recovered 


a cache of banknotes that probably were 
part of the $2.7 million ransom paid for the 
release of the 17-year-old grandson of 
American oil billionaire J. Paul Getty. 
The police said they arrested one man in 


Rome and two in Calabria, at the southern 
tip of the Italian peninsula. The three and 
the man still at large are all natives of 
Calabria, the police said. 
A few more people were arrested during 


the manhunt when weapons or drugs were 
found in their possession, but the police 
said they were not believed to be involved 
in the Getty case.

was 


Domenico Barbino, 27, an orderly in the 
city’s Polyclinic Hospital of the Sacred 
Heart. 
Police said those arrested in Calabria 


were 
Vincenzo 
Mammoliti, 
43, 
and 


Antonio Mancuso, 35. Mammoliti was ar­ 
rested among the olive groves of the Gioia 
Tauro plain at dawn, police said. Mancuso 
was picked up in the village of Cicala. 
One of Getty’s ears was cut off during his 


captivity and was mailed to a Rome 
newspaper as evidence that the kidnapers 
meant business. There was speculation that 
Barbino performed the operation. 
The police said Mammoliti was wanted 


for other crimes committed by the 
Calabrian underworld but had escaped ar­ 
rest for a long time. They said his family 
had a long criminal history and was also 
involved in a blood feud with another 
family clan in the village of Castellace. 
Mammoliti’s father was shot to death in 


1954. Some of his relatives were arrested 
on suspicion of being involved in the 1968 
kidnaping 
of

landowner, but they were cleared. 
Young Getty disappeared in Rome on 


the night of July 10 and was found south of 
Salerno on Dec. 15 after his family paid the 
ransom.

Hundreds of policemen combed the 


mountains and valleys of the Calabria area 
through the night. Dozens of homes were 
searched in one of the biggest manhunts in 
the area in recent years.

Congress 


hikes spending 


by $3.5 billion 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
1973 


Congress 
cut 
President 
Nixon’s 
appropriations requests by $3.3 billion but, 
despite this, it boosted overall spending for 
fiscal 1974 by $3.5 billion. 
These are the final figures compiled by 


the Senate-House Committee on Reduction 
of Federal Expenditures. 
The legislators paid more attention to 


economy than usual throughout last year's 
session and did make a considerably better 
record than in 1972. 
In that year they reduced appropriations 


by $5.3 billion but raised spending for fiscal 
1973 by about $11 billion. 


The 
figures 
re-emphasize 
that 


congressional action on legislative bills 
often has a greater impact on the spending 
budget than what Congress does on ap­ 
propriations bills. 


Thus the $3.3 billion cut in the $292 


billion in appropriations requested by 
Nixon in 1973 actually reduced spending by 
only $533 million for fiscal 1974. 


The reason is that cuts voted in 


appropriations often affect not the fiscal 
year immediately ahead but future years. 
Spending in the year coming up is made up 
partly of current appropriations but also of 
appropriations voted in previous years. 


The $533 million spending cut resulting 


from the appropriations reductions last 
year was much more than offset by two 
factors. 


These were $3.3 billion of spending hikes 


in a variety of legislative bills and $728 
million of further budget increases re­ 
sulting from congressional inaction on 
presidential proposals designed to save 
money. 


The net of all this was the $3.5 billion 


spending increase. 


Despite this increase, however, the 1974 


budget picture has improved greatly over 
the one painted by Nixon when he 
submitted his budget a year ago. 


Nixon forecast a $268.7 billion spending 


budget with a $12.7 billion deficit. 
The 
latest 
administration 
estimate, 


though, is that spending will total $270 
billion but that the budget will be exactly in 
balance. 
The elimination of the deficit results 


from a big upsurge in federal revenues 
caused by higher individual incomes and 
corporate profits than originally expected. 
It is possible these revenue estimates for 
the rest of the fiscal year ending June 30 
will fall off somewhat if the fuel situation 
brings an economic slowdown.

Minister resumes 
minus his hands 


CAM P V ERD E. Ariz ( AP» - 
With aluminum hooks replacing 
the hands he once clasped in 
prayer, a minister has returned 
to Arizona’s mountains to finish 
building a community for re 
tarded adults. 
The Rev Ralph Showers. 37. 
was cntically burned last Sep­ 
tember when he touched a 7,- 
200-volt power line while haul­ 
ing a small, donated barn to his 
project here. 
The electrical load burned an 
8-inch triangle into the Ameri­ 
can Baptist minister’s back and 
exited through his hands, physi­ 
cians said 
The Rev Mr Showers said 
that at that moment he saw 
God as a shadowy face through 
some dark window He said he 
talked with Him 
" I wasn’t angry with Him 
and I argued with Him I laid it 
on Him and took my chances I 
told him I really believed God 
had led me to do this work and 
that it wasn't fair to take my 
life, my family, iny project and 
throw them down the tubes. 
"He heard He said. Okay, 
Ralph.’ 
Then the electricity 
stopped." 
The Rev Mr Showers was 
saved, but not his hands. They 
were amputated six inches be­ 
low both elbows 
So with metal hooks iastead 
of hands, he returned to the 10 
acres where he is creating a 
country home for retarded per­ 
sons 
The mini.ster hauls lumber 
with the 
hooks, 
helps feed 
horses, holds nails and jokes 
that he can’t mash his thumb 
with a hammer 
“ It’s a hard way to look at it. 
but losing my hands has been 
very beneficial to me person­ 
ally." he said 
"M y wife is 
closer, my soas are closer now 
because I need them " 
His 
community. 
Rainbow 
Acres, will be ready for the 
first of its two dozen retarded 
(xrupants by March 1. he says. 
The Rev Mr Showers, a psy­ 
chology graduate from .Arizona 
State University and the ('ali- 
fomia Baptist Seminary, left 


his ministry job last June Ac­ 
companied by the Rev. Larry 
Goehner. the two brought their 
families to Arizona to build the 
community 


The Rev Mr Showers hopes 
the two dozen occupants can be 
taught by .senior citizens side­ 
lined by society and retirement 


He said the retarded resi­ 
dents will be taught a country 
skill, maybe raising vegetables 
Each will be allowed to develop 
his trade until he can become 
independent from family fi­ 
n a n c i n g 
and 
government 
grants. 


But there will be no gradu­ 
ates from Rainbow Acres, he 
said Each resident will become 
a lifetime citizen

States, at lea.st. will he able to 
muddle through with patchwork 
solutions such as smaller cars 
and higher energy prices ias a 
means of rationing» and per­ 
haps with a lessening of pi'rson- 
a! freedom as we define it now 
Roy Amara of the Institute 
for the Future said, hopefully, 
the futurists may be somewhat 
self-defeating in that their fears 
and projections will alert and 
alarm enough people that at 
least some of the drastic meas­ 
ures he believes are needed 
will be taken in time 
To buttress their arguments 
that sixiety is moving too fast 
for government, business or 
other 
institutions, 
futurists 
point to the energy crisis It is. 
many say. only a first hint of 
the future shocks in store down 
the line. John McCloud of Simu­ 
lation Councils. Inc., says com­ 
puter models show "everything 
going to hell in a handbasket if 
we make the same sort of deci­ 
sions as we did in the past " 
As long ago as President 
John F 
Kennedy’s adminis­ 
tration, worried reports went to 
the White House that galloping 
consumption would outrace pro­ 
duction 
By 1973 there was no doubt 
that senous shortages were im­ 
minent unless the oil indu.strv's 
refinery capacity were sharply 
increased (it wasn’t» and un­ 
less the administration imme­ 
diately loosened quotas on im­ 
ported oil lit didn’t until much 
later when the energy crisis 
was full blown » 
With 30 per cent or more of 
our oil expected to be imported 
by 1984 — if we can find it — 
the international 
trade 
pay­ 
ments problem for the United 
States may possibly be ruinous, 
economists say. All of this in a 
countrv' which could have been 
self-sufficient in energy long 
ago and remained that way in 
the future if coal deposits and 
natural gas fields and explor­ 
ation had only been pushed 
when the first signs of crisis 
appeared. Cost was the argu­ 
ment then, including, in coal’s 
case, the cost of keeping the air 
pure and restoring the land 
These seem small now com­ 
pared to current oil prices and 
what they are likely to be in 
the future.

There also simply would be 
no energy crisis in the United 
States if we could just get 
along with what we used three 
and one-half years ago. 
But this assumes no increase 
in the number of autos on the 
road, production of only enough 
washers, driers, toasters and 
such to replace those that are 
worn out and no increase in in­ 
dustrial capacity, 
And economists say they are 
frankly frightened of the pent 
up demand for housing If the 
homes and apartments are pro­ 
vided. the explosion of appli­ 
ances. 
furnaces,

don’t know if even that would 
do it It rruiy be tixi late now ,"

Nuclear power, much herald­ 
ed for the past quarter century, 
provides a cl.issic case history 
of technology that ju.st didn't 
make it on time Fxperts now 
siiy it may be 2,000 or later be­ 
fore the massive amounts of 
nuclear jxmer are available to 
niiike tbe energy crisis a prob­ 
lem only for historians 
And so worried is Allen V. 
Knet’se of Resources for the 
Future. Inc.. about our present 
nuclear pnxluction and the dan­ 
gers of deadly accidents, that 
he urges we phase out present 
nuclear power generation as 
soon as possible 


For tbese and other reasons 
futurists predict energy costs 
will continue to spiral, in part 
to provide a form of rationing 
but also to give the government 
and the oil and natural gas in­ 
dustries money for vast energy 
expansion programs within the 
United States 
Special taxes 
may also be levied on energy 
users from popup toasters to 
automobiles and jet planes 
Increasingly calls are heard 
for the government to take over 
the energy field, particularly 
oil One federal expert said that 
this probably would provide no 
long term answer since, "we 
have no better track record on 
such things than private in­ 
dustry." However, sharply in­ 
crease government regulation 
may be m store. 
Central to even a patchwork 
solution for the energy crisis is 
the automobile

Federal statistics show th<it 
more tluin $1 billion was col- 
le(i«»d in 1972 by bridge and toll 
c^*rators How much of that 
money will be lost due to re­ 
duced highway traffic is not 
clear. But preliminary figures 
indicate declines of about 10 
per cent during December. 
None of the areas checked re­ 
ported plaas to cam‘el highway 
projects or stop construction 
because of the revenue de­ 
clines.

In pursuing a school desegre­ 
gation plan that it finds suitable. 
Partners For Progress (PFP), a 
small but articulate North Side 
organization, has turned its sights 
on a curious target—the Scott 
J oplin Ragtime Festiv al. 


The organization has asked the 
Chamber of Commerce to drop 
plans for the J oplin festiv al. It sees 
the whole affair as nothing more 
than an effort to “ ex ploit” J oplin 
“ for the economic adv antage of a 
priv ileged few.” 


PFP claims that it would be 
wrong to hold a J oplin festiv al here 
because the same social, economic 
and political forces that discrimi­ 
nated against J oplin still ex ist to­ 
day . 


Sedalia’s school integration plan 
is its main target, particularly in 
that it has resulted in the closing of 
Hubbard School. The result is that 
the black elementary student faces 
“ emotional and mental oppres­ 
sion,” in the words of PFP. 


PF P’s hy perbole aside, obv ious­ 
ly the Hubbard School closing 
was not a popular decision with 
many in the black community . 
But the plan was accepted by

the U.S. Office of Civ il Rights, 
which prov ed ev ery bit as ex act­ 
ing in its demands as has PFP. 


Now for the matter immediately 
at 
hand. 
If 
the 
Scott J oplin 
Ragtime Festiv al is to await the 
arriv al of a social, economic and 
political Utopia in Sedalia, it will 
nev er be held . And no one we know 
of is try ing to “ ex ploit” J oplin for 
any purpose, but merely to giv e 
him his long-ov erdue recognition 
here in Sedalia where ragtime 
began. The festiv al, in fact, is 
designed to hav e just the opposite 
effect, 
by 
focusing 
national 
attention on the contribution of a 
great black American composer. 


The lesson of J oplin’s life is not 
that he faced rank discrirr nation 
(as he assuredly did), but uiat he 
rose abov e his env ironment to 
leav e 
a 
permanent 
mark 
on 
musical history . 


Partners For Progress has much 
that is worthwhile in its recom­ 
mendations for improv ing inte­ 
grated education in Sedalia. As 
a community we should proceed 
along some of these lines, just as 
we continue to proceed with the 
Scott J oplin Ragtime Festiv al.

WASHINGTON - This reporter has 
come across som e appalling findings in 
administration studies on future shortages, 
of which fuel is but one 
U y ou think we re facing serious scar 
scities now, wait another quarter century 
By that tim e, if the men who hav e cal­ 
culated

commodities 
hav en't 
gone 
astray , 
there will be heav y short­ 
ages across the board — 
— for fuel, iron ore, 
copper, aluminum, zinc, 
sulfur, food and a host 
of other materials too 
numerous to mention.

Leav ing the United States out of the 
picture, world demand for most strategic 
materials will be from three to four to fiv e 
times what it is now And all this before 
y our 10-y ear-old-child reaches his 37 th 
birthday . 


Russia will be an important factor in the 
scarcities. 
Its 
demand 
for 
aluminum, 
already sizeable, will multiply by fiv e. Its 
requirements for the other major materials 
mentioned will increase to three to four 
times what they are now Though these 
percentage increases are 
not large in 
comparison with the ex pected worldwide 
increase in demand, Russia starts from 
such a large base the effect on world supply 
will be considerable. 


In the same measure, J apan's needs and 
those of Western Europe will cut heav ily 
into supplies. J apan's ex pected demand for 
aluminum is ex pected to be 10 times what 
it is today . That island country is ex pected 
to use three to fiv e tim es as much of other 
major raw materials. 


P ercentagew ise, 
W estern 
E urope’s 
needs for the major materials studied here 
will rise a mere 200 per cent or so. But in 
tonnages, 
the 
growth 
in 
European 
consumption will be large. 


China 
is 
ex pected 
to 
increase 
its 
requirements 
for 
iron 
ore 
and 
steel, 
copper, aluminum, zinc and sulfur four to 
fiv efold. 


The resulting competition will reduce 
the U.S. share of copper from around 29 
per cent today to roughly 22 per cent, of 
aluminum from 40 per cent to 33, of zinc 
from 27 per cent to 21. of liquid fuels from 
35 per cent to 25, of iron ore from 21 per 
cent to 13. 


Of course, in most cases these will be 
smaller shares of a larger pie. But that 
adv antage will be offset by a U.S. demand 
growing by leaps and bounds — a demand 
which will, if these estim ates are correct, 
be two to three to four tim es as great for 
these essential materials. Our need for 
aluminum, for ex am ple, is ex pected to 
more than quadruple. Our consumption of 
energy will likely roughly triple. Our use of 
iron ore and steel will double. 


As a result, com petition for these goods 
will increase costs, perhaps disastrously , 
just as com petition for scarce supplies is 
today driv ing the price of petroleum to 
unbeliev able lev els. 


These 
forecasts 
take 
into 
account 
intensified efforts to find and ex ploit 
av ailable resources of raw materials They 
also assume we will mine deposits not now 
economical. Howev er, these efforts will 
not solv e the ov er all shortages. 


New approaches must be found One 
partial solutinn: Dev eloping materials in 
plentiful supply as substitutes. Another 
partial answer: New approaches which do 
away in part for the need for one scarce 
material or another. In som e cases, more 
efficient use of a commodity can result in 
huge sav ings. 


Such changes of course hav e been taking 
place for som e tim e, although not hitherto 
with energy conserv ation as a limiting 
factor. Aluminum is frequently substituted 
for 
copper. 
Man-made 
fibers 
hav e 
substituted for silk, wool and cotton 
Manufactured rubber has replaced the 
natural in many uses 


Such efforts will hav e to be updated and 


multiplied if we are not to retrench far 
more than most of us desire

the hullabaloo of Super Howl 
week-end. one of the season’s 
most significant sports stories 
went virtually unnoticed 
a 
victim of underexposure 
Little Colombia eliminated 
the United States in the prelim­ 
inary rounds of the Davis Cup 
tennis competition 


To tennis buffs, of which 
there are now mushrooming 
millions, it was David slaying 
Goliath, Jack chopping down 
the beanstalk and Dekalb Coun­ 
ty Junior High upsetting the 
Miami Dolphins 
To those whose business it is 
to assess such disasters and 
discern 
trends, 
it 
posed 
a 
serious question: 
Is the Davis Cup. after 74 
years of serving as the resplen- 
dant 
centerpiece 
of 
inter­ 


national tennis, heading toward 
its demise? 
The answer: Probably — and 
too had. 
Since Dwight Davis. Harvard 
University socialite, purchased 
the silver bowl from a Boston 
jeweler and put it up for grabs 
in 1900, the Davis Cup has been 
the symbol of world court su­ 
premacy 
When time came to play Co­ 
lombia in Bogota, on clay in a 
112 mile altitude. Captain Den­ 
nis Ralston sent out invitations 
to all of Uncle Sam’s top play­ 
ers. 


Stan Smith, the country’s 
best, begged off until com­ 
petition got tougher. Jimmy 
Connors. co-No 1 with Smith, 
took a trip to Australia Arthur 
Ashe was busy Tom (iorman 
and Cliff Richey both were suf­ 


fering injuries of a sort Marty 
Riessen and Bob Lutz felt they 
were not in the best of shape

So the job was given to a pair 
of plucky youngsters — Erik 
van Dillen. a doubles specialist, 
and Harold Solomon.

NASHVILLE. Tenn. <AP> 
Mildred Hill. 31, sleeps on a 
thin, gray floor mattress in a 
one-room house with her £ 
year-old son, Mike. Debbie. 7. 
born with water on the brain 
and paraded legs, sleeps on a 
couch. 
Vincent Hill, serving 15 years 
for armed robbery at the Ten­ 
nessee State Prison, goes to 
bed in his cell, decorated with 
yellow, flowered wallpaper and 
a sink to match His honor unit 
building, for selected prisoners, 
has the flavor of a college 
dorm, with pool table, color 
television and a parakeet for a 
mascot. 
While her husband goes to 
Mass every week. Mildred has 
stopped going to her Baptist 
church. 
“ I guess I’m lazy." she says 
with a laugh, her eyes ex­ 
pressionless 
“ She's just wore out." says 
Vincent, a lean man who looks 
like a camp counselor in his 
blue prison jumpsuit and white 
sneakers He was sent up three 
years ago. leaving Mildred and 
the children alone.

Tanaka's 
'goodwill' 
not bought 


TOKYO (AP) — Japan may 
be a model international citizen 
in some ways, but hostile dem­ 
onstrations during Prime Minis­ 
ter Kakuei Tanaka's current 
tour of Southeast Asia show she 
is largely unloved in that area 
Tanaka's visit to the Philip­ 
pines. Thailand. Singapore. Ma­ 
laysia and Indonesia was billed 
as a goodwill tour. He said it 
was 
aimed 
at 
erasing 
the 
area's image of Japanese as 
“ economic animals 
But stu­ 
dents in Thailand. Indonesia 
and Malaysia showed that it 
will take more than a visit by 
one Japanese leader to change 
the image. 
For 
years, 
the 
Southeast 
Asian nations Japan overran in 
World War II have not feared a 
re-emergence of Japanese mili­ 
tarism Inhibited by an unusual 
constitution that outlaws war as 
a weapon of foreign policy. 
Japanese military men have 
been conspicuously absent from 
Asia’s recent wars. Pacificism 
at 
home, 
induced 
by 
the 
trauma of defeat, destruction 
and the atom bomb, remains a 
powerful deterrent to future 
Japanese military adventures. 
But a new Japanese army, 
armed with bulging briefcases 
rather than samurai swords, 
returned to Southeast Asia in 
the mid-1950s to spend millions 
of dollars in war reparations 
This was marred by corruption 
on both sides, and the hostility 
lingering from wartime refused 
to die 
Japan's biggest push into the 
area developed in the 1960s 
with trade and aid the vehicles 
The trade in most cases was 
lopsidedly in Japan’s favor 
The aid was “ tied,” conditional 
on the money being spent to 
benefit Japanese industry. 
Indonesia, for example, has 
received $916 million in Japa­ 
nese economic aid since 1967. 
Investments totaled $252.1 mil­ 
lion by last July. But while Ja ­ 
pan's exports to Indonesia hit 
$1.2 billion, her imports from 
the Indonesians amounted to 
only $616 6 million 
Under pressure from Thai­ 
land’s Revolutionary Student 
Movement. Japan agreed last 
year to untie much of its aid to 
that country and to give more 
favorable repayment terms. 
Japan's loan conditions are 
the toughest among advanced 
nations: an average repayment 
period of 22 1 years compared 
to 29 1 for other countries, and 
3 5 per cent interest per year 
against the average of 2 6 per 
cent asked by other members 
of the United Nations Develop­ 
ment Assistance Committee 
But what rankles most is the 
Japanese tendency toward clan­ 
nishness The local Asians com­ 
plain that Japanese business­ 
men confine themselves to their 
own clubs, restaurants, hotels 
and living areas. The locals, re­ 
membering the arrogance of 
the wartime occupiers, inter­ 
pret this as contemptuous un­ 
willingness to rub shoulders 
with them 
There may be another ex­ 
planation The Japanese essen­ 
tially are a shy people, uncer­ 
tain of themselves in a foreign 
culture, and react by clustering 
together. Language difficulties 
compound the problem 
That many of them are over­ 
bearing in dealing with people 
from less advanced nations is 
undeniable. The Japanese gov­ 
ernment recognizes this and 
says it is trying to improve the 
situation 


as simple as a ride to the pris­ 
on or just someone to talk to. 
Although prison wardens of­ 
ten admit the need for family 
programs, they are busy with 
pressing problems within the 
prison walls — overcrowding,

family aid programs 
At the 32 major federal pem- 
temaries, incarcerating some 
23.000 inmates, there are no 
family programs, as such, ac­ 
cording to Larry Taylor, execu­ 
tive assistant to the director of 
the Federal Bureau of Prisons. 
‘‘We don’t have the funds to 
hire social workers or aid with 
transportation to the prisons 
Right now. there are so many 
problems in our correction sys­ 
tem. that if we did get addition­ 
al funds, we’d probably use 
them on a higher priority item, 
like overcrowding,” he says 
He adds that private groups 
are encouraged to help prison­ 
ers' families, but there aren’t 
very 
many groups and it’s 
something of a hit-or-miss pro­ 
position. 
One private group — Friends 
Outside — is a relative hit. 
Formed 18 years ago. it oper­ 
ates extensively in the state of 
California and is funded half by 
the United Fund and half by 
private donations. 
“ There are hundreds of fami­ 
lies isolated when the husband 
goes to prison. They 
need 
help.” 
says Margaret Muir- 
head. executive director for 
Santa Clara County. 
The 15 chapters work with 
families of state prison or local 
jail inmates. In the Santa Clara 
County chapter, some 600 vol­ 
unteers help about 900 families. 
Their vearly budget is about 
$72.000.
